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The  Managers  of  the  Convalescent  Home  of  the  Children's 
Hospital  present  their  forty-fifth  annual  report.  435  children 
were  admitted  to  the  Home  in  1929.  2025  treatments  were  given 
to  96  children  by  the  physiotherapist,  mostly  for  the  after  effects 
of  infantile  paralysis.  89  children  paid  board.  100  children 
paid  part  board  and  246  children  were  given  free  care. 

No  child  needing  the  care  given  at  the  Home  is  refused  on 
account  of  inability  to  pay. 

Various  alterations  are  being  made  at  the  Home,  including 
the  installation  of  a  steam  laundry,  and  it  is  hoped  during  the 
year  to  begin  work  on  the  much  needed  isolation  ward. 

We  wish  to  thank  Miss  Guillod,  the  superintendent,  the  staff 
and  all  those  who  by  their  efficient  help  have  enabled  us  to  carry 
on  our  work.  Our  affiliation  with  the  North  Shore  Babies  Hospital 
for  the  education  of  nursemaids  continues  to  work  well. 

We  are  very  grateful  to  all  those  who  have  so  generously 
helped  our  work — we  wish  especially  to  thank  Miss  Riley  for  the 
renewal  of  her  subscription  of  $500  for  a  free  bed  for  the  year  for 
a  Newton  child. 

The  Home  is  a  separate  organization  and  receives  no  financial 
aid  from  the  Hospital.  It  fills  a  most  important  place  in  the 
restoration  of  the  child  to  health.  For  this  reason  we  appeal 
to  the  public  for  the  necessary  funds  to  carry  on  our  work.
